The walrus usually lives at the edge of an ice 
pack, hunting Tor the shellfish and starfish on 
which it lives hy diving to the bottom for them. 
The walrus uses his two large tusks to get a grip 
on the ice when he wishes to climb out. Perhaps, 
because of his large and somewhat clumsy shape, 
he cannot travel very fast on land or ice and there- 
fore never strays very far from open water. My 
Eskimo friends take advantage of this hy following 
the edge of an ice pack in boats and spearing the 
animals with specially made harpoons.
